I . (Original) A recording apparatus for recoiling digital data lo a record medium thai is 
removable and assigned unique mcdiuni idcnUncation informnlion. comprising: 

converting moans for converting data to be recorded, into a file slracturc that allows a 
first nio format and a second file format lo be used, the first file formal being handled by 
computer soRware and composed of a reference information storing portion and a real data 
storing portion, ihe second file format being composed of only a reference information storing 
portion; and 

recording moans for recording data having the file structure to the record medium, 
wherein rcfeicnce file infonnaiion and medium identification information ofthc record 
medium or information of which Ihc medium idcntincation information has been converted arc 
recorded to at least the reference information storing portion of a file having the second file 
format. 

2. (Original) A recording apparatus for recording digital data to a record medium that is 
removable and assigned unique medium identification infonnatiou in a (lie structure thai allows 
a first file fomiat and a second file format to be used, the first file format being handled by 
computer software and composed of a reference information storing portion and a real data 
storing portion, the second file format being composed of only a reference infonnation storing 
portion, 
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wlKroin who. a lllc that is rond fron, a rcccxi medium is edited and the edited ros.U is 
stored 10 the record medii.n. in the second file rormal. unique medium identification information 
orth. record n^edimn is read and the medimu identincMion infor.r.atio.. or infomiation otwhich 
the .nedium identification inlbrm.tion has been converted and reference file infomiation are 
recorded to the reference information storing portion along with the edited result. 

3. (Previously Presented) The recording apparatus as set forth in claim 1, wherein the 
digiliil dnia is video data and/or audio data. 

4. (Original) The recording apparatus as set forth in claim 3, wherein the video data 
and/or audio data is data that has been compression-encoded. 

5. (Previously Presented) llie receding apparatus as sot forth in claim 1 , wherein the 
record nicdiuni is a rowrilablc disc. 

6. (Previously Presented) The recording apparatus as set forth in claim 1 , wherein the 
record tnedium i.s a n\emory card. 

7. (Previously Presented) The recordinij apparatus as set forth in claim 2, wherein the 
file is edited on a pcreonal computer and the edited rcsidt is recorded to the record niedium by 
the personal computer. 
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8. (Orisinal) A recording mclhod lor receding digital data to a record medium that is 
removable and assigned unique medium idcnlid cation infonnation, co,T.prising the steps of: 

converting data to be recorded into a lib Structure that allows a first file formal and a 
second nio format to be used, tl,e first file forn^at being handled by computer software and 
composed of a reference information storing portion and a real data storing portion, the second 
file format being composed of only a reference information storing portion; and 

rccordii^g dala having the tile sliuclure lo the record medium, 

wherein reference file informalion and medium identification infoTTtiation of the record 
medium or infonnation of which the medium idcnlification information has been converted ate 
recorded lo at least the reference information storing poition of a f.lc having the second file 
format. 

9. (Original) A recording method for recording digitiil data U) a record mcilium that is 
removable and assigned unique mediunx i<lcntincaliou infonnation in a file structure that allows 
a first file format and a second lilc fonnat to be used, the first file format being handled by 
computer sofiv^arc and composed of a reference information storing portion and a real data 
sloring portion, the second file format being composed of only a reference information storing 
portion, comprising the steps of; 

when a file that is reiid from a record medium is edited and tlie edited result is stored lo 
ihc record medium in the second fdc rom)al, reading unique mctliuni identification infonnation 
of the record medium; and 

recording the medium idcntifiwUion infonnation or inronnalion of which the medium 
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idonliilcalion information hns been converted nnd reference file infonnation to Ihc reference 
irifonnation storing portion alon^ with the edited result. 

10. (Original) A reproducing apparatus for reproducing digital data from a record 
medium Hut is removable and assigned t.nique medium idenlification infomiation. the digital 
daia having a file stmclurc thai allows a first Olc fomiat and a second file format to be used, the 
first lllc format being handled by computer soawarc and composed of a reference information 
storing portion and a real data storing portion, the second file format being composed of only a 
reference infomuUiou storing portion, reference file infomiation and n^edium idenlification 
information of the record medium or infonnalion of which the medium identification information 
has been converted being recorded to ai least the reference information storing portion of a file 
having the second file format, comprising: 

nicans for delcrmining the file formal of data that is read from Ihc record medium and for 

reproducing the data when the file formal of the data that has been read is the first file format; 

means for reading the reference file idcntificalion information and the medium 

identification infonnalion or the information of which the medium identification information has 

been converted from the reference infomiation storing portion when the lllc format of Ihe data 

that has been read is the second file fonliat; 

means for reading the medium identification information or the information of which the 
mcdiuni idenlification information has been converted and the refcrcucc tHe information from 
the record medium; and 

means for dctemiining whether or not the medium identification information or the 
information of which the medium identification information has been converted recorded in the 
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rclbronce infonmlion storing portion nialchcs the modii,ni idcnlincaiioa informalion ov the 
infomialion of which the modimu idenlinciion iufonnalion ha. been converted recorded on the 
record mcdh.n. and for reading a file desli,nat.d by the roferencc file information and 
rqiroducing the file when they match. 

1 1. (Oriyinal) A reproducing melhod for reproducing digital data from a record mediuni 
llmt h removable and assigned uniqu. tnedium identification information, the digital data having 
a flic siructnrc that .Hows a first file format and a second file format lo be used, Ihc first file 
format being handled by computer software .nd composed of a reference information storing 
portion and a real data storing portion, the second file fomiai being composed of only a 
reference inf.^rination storing portion, reference file information and medium idontificution 
information of the record medium or information of which the medium identification information 
has been converted being recorded to at least the reference information storing portion of a file 
having the second file fonnat, comprising the steps of: 

determining the file fomiat of daU that is read from the record medium and for 
reproducing the data when the file format of the data that has been read is the first lllc formal; 

reading the reference file idcmification infonnation and Ihc medium idcntificalion 
information or the information of which the medium identification inforiTJation has been 
converted from the reference infornuillon storing portion when the file format of the daUi that 
has been read is the second file format; 

reading the medium identificalion information or the information of which the medium 
idcmification information has been convericti and the reference file information from the record 
medium; and determining whether or not the medium identification information or the 
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inform.lum of wliich Ihc modivmi idcntincalion infonnation has been converted recorded in the 
reference informuiion storing portion mntches Iho medium identification infomi«tioa or the 
infom^ation of which the medium identification infonnation has been converted records on the 
record n^cdium and for reading a fde designated by the relercnce file ii.fommtion and 
reproducing the flic when they mjitch.

14. (Previously Presented) The recording apparatus as sot forth in claim 13, wherein 
the video data nnd/or audio data is data that has been compression-encoded. 
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15. (Previously iTcscntcd) The recording appar^ilus as set forth in claim 2. wherein, 
Ihe record mcdmm is a rewritable disc. 

16. (Previously Presented) 'Hie recording apparatus as set forth in claim 2, wherein, 
the record incdiutn is a memory card. 
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
